‘ZONES BY TEXAS LAW. 


Legislative Enactment Protects all the 
Government Contracts from Liquor. 


USTIN (Tex.) March 4.—It 
A was in response to requests 
; from a number of large ship- 
building converns which have con- 
tracts with the Emergency: Fleet 
Corporation for the construction of 
wooden ships at Beaumont and Port 
Arthur that the Legisiature, which 
is now in session, created a ten- 
mile dry zone around all places in 
the State where this character of 
government work is in progress.

bill which prohibits the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors within a radius

SACKED WHEAT 
PRICE RAISED. 


Farmers in West will Get 
Extra Allowance, 


High Cost of Bags is Reason 
for Action Taken. 


Food 
Makes Announcement. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10,— 
Farmers throughout the Western 
States will be allowed d cents per 
bushel, or approximately 20 cents 
each, for bags or sacked wheat for 
the new crop of 1918, 
nounced yesterday by R. A. Lewin, 
second vice-president of the grain 
corporation of the United States 
Food Administration’ and zone 
agent for California, Nevada and 

na. 

The new price amounts to an in- 
crease of about 11 cents per 
over allowances for the 1917 crop 
and will assuré the farmer an ade- 
quate return on the price he has to 
pay for new bags, it was said. 

The government price for wheat 
announced recently by President 
Whison, fixing $2.10 a bushel for No. 
1 wheat at San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, is a price for bulk wheat. 
As practically all the wheat in Cal- 
ifornia is sacked, the farmers will 
receive $2.19 a bushel for No. 1 
sacked wheat, delivered at San 
Francisco or Los Angeles. The al- 
lowance for sacks made last year 
was only 4 cents a bushel and the 
increase is due to the high prices 
prevailing for bags. 

There has been agitation over the 
high prices being asked for bags 
for the new crop. A full investiga- 
tion was held last week in Wash- 
ington before the War Trade Board 
and the evidence went to show the 
present high prices are due to the 
high prices demanded for bags in 
Calcutta, and not to any specula- 
tion on the part of bag men here. 
Jute products in India have ad- 
vanced for the same reasons that 
cotton products have advanced in 
the United States. 

It is shown that conditions war- 
ranted, in the estimation of the War 
22 Board, a price of 25 cents 

San Francisco, based on the 
* at Calcutta for supplies now 
— contract by bag importers, 
and they agreed ‘not to raise the 
price above 25 cents a bag until all 
the stock now on hand is sold. 
) While no definite allowance is set 
fer bariey, it ts known that the 
value of the second-hand bags is 
added to the bulk value of the bar- 
ley and indirectly the farmer will 
get back just about the same pro- 
portion of the cost of his bags when 
he selle his barley. Many farmers, 
it was said, do not realize this., but 
feel that they have to stand the 
entire expense of sacking grain. 

The assurance of the new price, 
so far as the grain corporation is 
concerned, ts contingent upon the 
fact that the end of the war or 
other causes might be such that the 
grain corporation would not handle 
the wheat crop this coming vear, as 
it has in the past. and the allowance 
of 9 cents a bushei is based on the 
present bac market and would only 
be revised if conditions radically 
changed.

AMERICA SEEKS FOR 
JUSTICE FOR NATIONS. 
NOTHING CHANGE GER- 


MANY’S ATTITUDE BUT DE. 
FEAT, SAYS DR. FRANCIS, 


Dr. James A. Francis. who re- 
turned a few days ago from a tour, 
of the army camps in Texas and 
Louisiana, where he spoke to about 
80,000 men in thirty-three days, 
spoke in the First Baptist Church 
last night on “Why the War Must 
Go On.“ In part, he said: 

“The moves on the big chess- 
board are now so rapid and bewil- 
dering that he is a bold man who 
tries to guess even thirty days ahead. 
Finland has surrendered to the Ger- 
man colossus—there was nothing 
else for her to do. Russia is now 
so. broken up within that she can 
offer no organized resistance and 
the air ie full of rumors of peace 
treaties with the Bolsheviki and 
with the Ukraine. Japan prepares 
to enter Eastern Siberia, if she has 
not done so already, and secure the 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth 
of war stores piled up at Viadivos- 
tok. western Allies agree, 
though the United States protests 
that it must be friendly intervention 
on behalf of the Russian people 
and not conquest or permanent oc- 
cupation. 

“It is a thing of vast moment 
that the United States is in a posi- 
tion to say to all contesting parties: 
"We do not want anything for our- 
selves, but we do want the big- 
gest thing on earth for every one 
of you and especially for the Small- 
er and more backward people 
namely, justice, and a fair chance 
{for each to develop in their own 
way.’ It is also a matter of vast 
moment that we have a President 
who knows how to put the whole 
thing on the plane of humanity and 
justice and keep it there resolutely. 
No one else could say to Japan: ‘It 
would be as unfair for you to take 
advantage of Russia's helplessness 
on the East, as it is for Germany to 
do so on the West.’ 

“Meanwhile, all eyes turn to the 
west front where the Armageddon 
is preparing Why must it be 
fought? For the same reason it was 
begun. The English Prelate recent- 
ly said, with truth, ‘America en- 
tering the war introduces an ele- 
ment of idealism not brought in be- 
fore.“ This is true. We entered to 
defend right against brute might 
and until right is triumphant we 
must go pn. Germans suceess at 
Russia's expense renews the spirit 
of her extreme militarists. Nothing 
will change that but a vast defeat 
or an uprising of the better and 
saner Germany at home. Our ap- 
peal is to the God of Righteousness.”

The loyalty that in Revolutionary 
days gave to the national cause the 
able and conspicuous service of her 
best sons, and has continued unin- 
terruptedly since, is thus splendidly 
perpetuated fn the present crisis. 

SUBSCRIRE LIBERALLY. 

To the gigantic fund raised in the 
campaign referred to, the Lutheran 
churches of Southern California 
have subscribed most liberally. The 
First Lutheran Church of Los An- 
geles donated $562 Sunday before 


last, answering the first eppeal; the; 


Norwegian church responded with 
a subscription of $175, and the 
other churches in the city and all 
over this section were, equally lib- 
eral. 

A chief idea of the Luthberan 
churches in raising this fund is to 
erect a Lutheran Brotherhood bufld- 
ing in every cantonmen and to in- 
stall a pastor in every camp. It is 
also the intention to send many of 
these ministers to France when the 
young soldiers are called across the 
sea. Instead of one chaplain to a 
regiment, which was the appeal 
made by Gen. Pershing, the officials 
of the Lutheran churches wish to 
send three or four. 

The idea of the Brotherhood 
Building is not new and it has been 
and is being worked successfully 
by other churches and organizations. 
The plan is to prepare a place of

‘PART OF WAR WORK. 


In connection with the war work

IN AT HOME © 
TO MAKE WORLD BETTER. 


AKING the World Better“ 
was the theme of Dr. Carl 
S. Patton in the First Con- 
Eregational Church yesterday, In 
this very practical address, he said, 
in part: 

“The place to begin to maké the 
world better le where we are. If 
we cannot do it here we could not 
do it anywhere. If you cannot make 
your own children better.” what 
could you do for anybody else's” If 
& man cannot improve his own 
neighborhood, how could he improve 
a whole town? Beginning with a 
very humble matter: You can make 
the world better, in the first place, 
if you can ‘make it cleaner. What 
first attracted me to the city of Los 
Angeles was the cleanness of her 
streets. When a town is physically 
clean, it is that much easier to get 
it morally clean. There's a connec- 
tion between good pavements, well 
swept streets, clean gutters, and the 
Gandier ordinance. How can peo- 
ple be expected to ete moral distinc- 
tions clearly when their eyes are full 
of dust? 

“You can make the world better 
also if you can make it love a beau- 
tiful thing, and give it a chance to 
see a beautiful thing instead of an 
ugly one. Old mother earth came 
from the hand of God clean and 
sweet, and nourishing, but we do dis- 
efigure her so. I am told there is a 
move on to boycott the firms which 
deface the landscape with their 
dreadful billboards along the dines 
of the great railroad systems. If the 
boycott is ever justified this ts the 
time. There Is a direct connection 
between morals and beauty. As Em- 
erson said: The more piano the less 
wolf,’ so we might add ‘the more art 
gallery the less saloon” Even a 
church will make more headway in 
making the world better if it is not 
merely commodious and comfort- 
able, but beautiful to look at— In 
the beauty of holiness,’ it is natural 
to worship the Lord. 

“You can make the world better 
too if you can make it feel better. 
Our sins come largely from our 
troubles. I saw by a recent news- 


| 


paper that in one great American 
city, on one day, eight people com- 
mitted suicide and in each case the 
cause Was ‘despondency.’ Eight peo- 
ple, in other words, threw up their 
hands, gave over the struggle, ended 
life for themselves and darkened it 
for their families and friends, for 
sheer lack of somebody, or some- 
thing, at the right moment, to cheer 
them up a bit. The spiritual func- 
tion of ‘the glad hand’ is strangely 
undervalued. In times of War or 
pestilence people cannot live” much 
less behave. themselves, without 
something to relſeve the tension of 
their minds. There is nothing in the 
world so selfish as grief. The easi- 
est and commonest of all our sins is 
gloom. Of all the words of Jesus 


there are none I value more than 


the simple words, ‘Be of good 
cheer.’ You also can make the world 
better when you make it more in- 
telligent. When you diminish, even 
in a small degree, the proportion of 
assumption and foolishness which 
people mix with their religion, you 
lead the world a step ahead. 

“When everything is said, how- 
ever, the one thing which more 
than any other makes people bet- 
ter, is to get, in some way, a new 
and larger interest in life. A to- 
tally new interest takes hold of you 
on another side and opens out in a 
way that nothing else ever did. and 
this is why, with all our crusades 
and societies and machinery for 
making people better. I still believe 
that one of the greatest agencies for 
the improvement of the world, is the 
Christian religion—it is a new and 
larger interest for every man. Even 
if he has been brought up in it from 
„ child, it becomes new to him as 
he thinks it out for himself. The 
Christian religion cannot be taught 
ke mathematics. It cannot be 
given, like money. It cannot be 
served apon a man, like a warrant. 
But it can be communicated by 
those who have it to those who 
have it not. Keep it in your own 
heart and it will make you better. 
but communicate ft, as God gives 
you opportunity, and shoWa you 
how, and vou shall stand high 
among those who make the world 
better.”

It is popular to be am optimist. With 
the American people it is considered dis- 
graceful to be a pessimist. It must have 
deen an American who defined a pessimist 
as “a blind man locking in a dark room for 
a black hat which wasn’t there.” We Amer- 
icans almost worship the spirit of Pat of

In our delirium of democratic delight we 
have become oblivious of subtle dangers 
which lurk at democracy’s door. But the 
time may come when the chief function of 
a friend is pointing out the foe. Real loy- 
alty recognizes the dangers of disease and 


|} death and takes precaution against them. 


To face an unfavorable fact in a situation 


is the first function of intelligence. Al 


parents and teachers and builders and sur- 
geons and statesmen must deal dan- 
ger on principles of safety. Wi puts 
up along our automobile highways the “Dan- 
ger” signal in many places. Not to do so 
would be disloyalty to the safety of others. 
Every fire brigade means an intelligent rec. 
ognition of danger and provision against it. 
Our police force means an intelligent pro- 
vision against peril. Even before this war 
it was one of America’s few remaining 
Symptoms of “Preparedness.” Every time 
we lock a door it means that we still have 
sense enough to scent danger. It means 
the same thing when we wait till the car 
stops before we attempt to get off. We 
even put our money changers in our busi- 
ness places up on elevations or fence them 
about with iron palings. ; 

Ignorance is not bliss; folly is not wis- 
dom—that old saw to the contrary notwith- 
standing. It may be comforting to the baby 
to think that the mad dog will not bite and 
that the cat whose tail the baby pulls will 
not scratch. But, in the long run, it would 
have been more comforting to the baby not 
to fool with the dog nor pull pussy’s tall. 
It was once comforting to us to think that 
we could punch a hornets’ nest to pieces 
with impunity. But at this remembrance 
of the hornets’ nest those solemn words of 
Tennyson occur to our mind— 

J would that my tongue could utter 

The thoughts that arise in me.” 

This business of “holding the thought" is 
sometimes a serious matter. Several things 
are involved. First, in order to hold a 
thought one must get hold of the thought. 
Then, secondly, if it turns out te be profit- 
able to “hold the thought,” the said thought 
must stand for truth and not error. 

II. 


Now, because we love our country, be- 
cause we love our fellow-men, because we 
love our struggling, suffering world and 
because we are not afraid to face the un- 
favorable facts and deal courageously with 
them, we are here pointing out a whole 
hornets’ nest of dangers to American de- 
mocracy. 

Does anybody think that the SALOON is 
or ever was a safe thing to have around? 
Did it ever make business or the home or 
citizenship or human society safer? How 
much protection is there in a non-resisting, 
flabby and effeminate pacifist. Is he a 
peacemaker when he refuses to bring to 
book the peacebreaker? And how long will 
it take us happy-go-lucky folk to really get 
onto the fact that the profiteer is only an- 
other name for the highwayman, the bank 
looter and the holder-up of a trainload of 
Passengers at the point of a gun? Do we 
not know that a parlor thief of a million is 
as really a thief as the back-alley thief of 
a dollar? Our American safety at this mo- 
ment lies in our dealing with this parlor, 
profiteer thief as promptly and as punitive- 
ly as we deal with the tramp thief in the 
back alley. Who is this profiteer? Let us 
get a clear definition of him so our police 
can pick him out in the crowd. The prof- 
iteer is any person who uses his possession 
or his position or power for personal profit 
as over against the welfare of the people. 

III. 


Then there is our parasitic politician. 
What right have thieves to send one of 
their number to represent them in Legisla- 
ture or in Congress? And are we even 
decent Americans if we permit them to do 


it? Wes are of no account unless we take 


a determined stand at once and forever for 
the people as over against the plundering 
politician. True democracy would not per- 
mit the white-slavery business to be rep- 
resented in legislative matters. It is Prus- 
sian politics and not American democracy 
that does this. Away with this whole Kai- 
ser brood! What do we expect our soldiers 
to do with the Kaiserites when they meet 
them across the sea? We have no right to 
be any easier with these perfidious Prus- 
sians at our door than we expect our sons 
to de in the fight across the sea. 

How often do we need to be told that the 
Prussian propagandist is another peril at 
our doors? He prints a newspaper or he 
writes a book or he distributes circulars or 
teaches in a school or makes a speech. 
These are dangerous educators of un-Amer- 


jean ideals. Bven American democracy 


must make a difference liberty 
and license. IAberty is doing What wa 
ought, regardless of what we please; M- 


cense is doing what we please regardless 


of what we ought. No man has a right to 
rock a boat when by so doing he imper- 


fis the safety of others. 


The sneaking, snaky spy is another dan- 
ger at our doors. What would we expect 
Pershing and his soldiers to do with him 
on the other side of the sea? Then, unless 
we do and do quickly that same thing with 
him or ber on this side of the sea we do 
not belong to the Allies. It is only make- 
believe. Our patriotism is a pseudonym. 
What right have we to send our sons to Eu- 
rope to shoot Prussians to death when we 
let them go scot free here at our doors, 
thus giving them a chance to shoot our 
sons to death when they get home? Prus- 
sians on this side of the sea are no better 
than Prussians on the other side of the sea. 
If it is our sons’-duties to stop them there 
it is their fathers’ duty to stop them here. 

If we are obliged to be in the killing busi- 
ness, as much as we regret it, let the man 
be killed that ought to be killed. Do not 
kin the man whom the dog attacked, but 
kill the dog that attacked the man. Do 
not kill the farmer who stepped on the 
snake, but kill the snake that bit the farm- 


er. If something has to be killed let us. 


kill ‘the thing that ought to be killed. Let 
us kill Prussianism at home and abroad. 


That is the challenge of our government | 


— 


this moment to every one of us. That is 


the challenge of our world democracy. We 
have put our hands to the plow and we can- 
not turn back. Kill the serpent or be killed 
by the serpent. That is the clarion call of 
every liberty-loving nation this moment. It 
is not a political slogan. It is not bun- 
combe. 
Our brave boys are actually at it now. 
Who are wé at home that we should loaf 
on the job? We cafinot hobnob with the 
Huns at home and be true to our sons who

Moral indignation at injustice is the only 


safeguard of national righteousness. We 


have been too free and easy with a dozen 
dangers at our doors. It has been only a 
dangerous moral and spiritual flabbiness on 
the part of the American people which has 
permitted the world outlawed saloon to 
plunder us of tens of thousands of our citi- 
zens and two billion dollars of our money 
annually for years and years. People of 
America, we cannot save the American sa- 
loon and the American state. 
truth to say that Bacchus and Berlin are 
this moment two of the deadliest dangers 
at our doors. Our boys are busy on the 
other side of the sea. They have a right 
to expect us to get busy on this side. 

To summarize: What are the dangers at 
our door? They are, to be practically spe- 
cific, the saloon, the pacifist, the panderer, 
the profiteer, the self-exploiting politician, 
the Prussian propagandist, Prussian sleuths 
and an easy-going defenselessness among 
the American people. These dangers at our 
doors must be faced and fought to a finish. 
We must deal determinedly and at once 
with these dangers to our American world 
democracy.

RINGING UP BABY. 
Statisticians are among the most won- 
derful animals that roam abroad. With 
nothing much but his teeth and nails a 


healthy statistician is able to dig up most 


anything. He can compute the progress of 
a glacier or determine the horse power of a 
billion red ants. 

One of the recent triumphs of his re- 
search is the establishment of infallible 
proof that, next to an anaconda, a mother 
is the most dangerous person to whom may 
be entrusted the care and keep of her own 
offspring. If mothers would place their 
babies in baskets and leave them on the 
church steps, or tuck them in pillow slips 
and hang them over the back fence in the 
wind and rain, they would make much bet- 
ter risks for the life insurance companies 
than when they try to bring them up them- 
selves. The mother of Moses was the first 
lady to be wise to the mortality tables or 
the shortcomings of her sex. At any rate 
she thoughtfully placed the infant Moses 
in & cracker box and set him adrift in the 
river. 

And what happened? 

Moses lived to have the finest stand of 
white whiskers in the wilderness and to be 
recognized as the father of a people. If the 
mother had essayed to bring him up by 
hand after the manner of her kind the world 
today might not have the chance to break 
the Ten Commandments in one afternoon, 

Important, therefore, are the statistics 


which demonstrate that the foundling out- 


lives the infant whom it is sought to rear 
in the bosom of its ancestry. The aban- 
doned babe has a better chance of living 


than the coddled pet of the family. The 


chances for the waif are better than those 
for the plutocratic princess. The fact is, of 
course, that the abandoned child is not

‘needs it and not half the time.

really abandoned. Ultimately it falls into 
the hands of intelligent officialdom, where 
a wholesale business is conducted on a 
platform of efficiency. : 

The official figures for the great city of 
New York, for instance, show that of found- 
lings or abandoned or illegitimate children 
less than 11 per cent. die under two years 
of age. Of those regularly brought up in 
their own families the death rate is over 17 
per cent. for the same period. 

So far as the first baby is concerned papa 
and mamma are about as dangerous as a 
powder magazine. It is safer to leave baby 
alone with a razor than a parent. 

The presumption is that the waif brings 
up in an institution where fresh air is rec- 
ognized as an asset rather than a liability 
and yet where an equable temperature is 
maintained both summer and winter. The 
child is fed intelligently and regularly, but 
not too much, and it has a doctor when it 
Under 
these simple and sensible conditions the 
baby grows and thrives. 

If Little Willie is left to the mercy of his 
inexperienced mother he may be killed by 
kindness. He is liable to be overnurtured, 
overdoctored and overwarmed. Then with 
a change or lapse from treajment the child 
is unable to respond and is subject to a 
myriad of ailments with which it is un- 


fitted to cope. The judge who sometimes 


takes the care and custody of the child 
from the mother may not be as harsh and 
cruel as the woman thinks. 

After all, it seems to be old maids and 
the hygienists who are the wise ones in 
bringing up the kids, and it is these who 
are in charge of the institutions to whom 
our foundlings chiefly fall. 


THE PROFESSIONAL DO.GOODERS. 


There are signs that the people will soon 
be in open rebellion against the profession- 
al do-good women. The people. have long 
made vicious fun of them behind their 
backs, and husbands and children have 
complained, but I hear of a moving-picture 
play called “Intolerance,” which is being 
vigorously appleuded and which is a bold 
attack on an evil generally recognized, but 
not yet generally denounced in public. One 
scene of the play is in a factory, where the 
do-good women insist that reformers be 
installed to look after the morals of the 
girls, with the result that wages are de- 
creased to pay the salaries of the reform- 
ers. There is a strike as a result, and girls 
who had been behaving become bad women. 
Also, the do-good women break up a home 
by starting a scandal on a wife who is real- 
ly behaving. 

If the do-good women could hear the talk 
behind their backs, and realize the storm 
that is brewing, I believe they would re- 
turn home and give their neglected affairs 
attention.—[Ed Howe’s Monthly.

WAR ON KAISER. 
Finaicial Offensive ‘Against 
Germany Progresses. 
Allies Draw Rope Tighter on 
Necks of Teutons. 


New Rates of Exchange Made 
Between Neutrals. 


We are this month in the thick of 
important developments in national 
and international finance. The 
United States government has taken 
control of exchange, and its control 
is no complete that it now knows 
every transfer of money or credits 
of any kind from this country to any 
other, or from foreign countries to 
America, and all exchanges of cred- 
its belonging to Americans from one 
foreign country to another. Our 
govefument has not only made it 


a summary offense for an American 
business concern of any kind te take 
part in the transfer of merchandise, 
money, securities, bank credits, or 
rights of any kind to money or prop- 
erty anywhere in the world (except 
in business wholly within the United 
States) without its cognizance or 
direct permission, but it has built 


creased to 706, and the daily aver- 
age output is better than 65,000 
barreis.

There has evidently Veen good 
reason for suspecting t Ger- 
many had been drawing upon Ger- 
man credits elsewhere in the world, 
and some vagaries of international 
exchange within the past few 
months could be accoufited for in 
this way. The rigid control of gold 
and silver exports by our govern- 
ment was suddenly assumed for the 
purpose (among other reasons and 
purposes) of preventing Germany's 
subtle realization on German prop- 
erty and credits in America, and 
now the government, no doubt in co- 
operation with other financially pow- 
erful allies, has adopted a drastic 
measure that will greatly impede 
Germanys ability to realize on Ger- 
man property or credits even in neu- 
tral countries anywhere in the 
world, in order to transfer these into 
buying credits which she would use 
now in Scandinavia, Holland or 
Switzerland, and perhaps be gather- 
ing at strategic points in the world 
for use ofgher industries at the mo- 
ment of peace.

FINANCIAL OFFENSIVE, 
This is a development in the way 
of financia! offensive against Ger- 
many, supplementing the other eco- 


nomic offensives of the Allies. There 
is also a notable continuation of the 
friendly development of co-opera- 
tion in finance between the Allies, and 
between individual nations among 
the Allies and friendly neutrals. It 
will be remembered that England 
and the United States, by mutual 
credit arrangements between the 
governments and their fiscal agen- 
cles, stabilised between 
New York and London months ago, 
the relations between the doi- 
lar and the pound so that the large 
public purchases by Great Britain, as 
well as extensive private trade, could 
be carried on despite the extraordi- 
nary balances of trade which would 
normally upset the exchanges and 
put the pound at a discount. 
England has just concluded a fi- 
nancial arrangement with Japan by 
which Japan places a dollar credit 
of $60,000,000 at England's disposal 
in New York, while England places 
a rupee credit equal to $10,000,000 
at Japan's disposal in India, and 
Japan takes about £8.000,000 ($40,- 
000,000) of British Treasury notes 
for the balance. These, it is said, 
may be distributed to private in- 
vestors in Japan. This will tend 
to stabilize Indo-Japanese exchanges. 
England, as stated last month, in 
co-operation with France, arranged 
a $200,000,000 buying credit with 
Argentina, for purchases of sup- 
plies. It is reported by current mails 
from London that a similar arrange- 
ment is being negotiated favorably 
with Chile, so that nitrates, tin and 
copper, wheat and beef can be pur- 
chased from that country on a 
basis of stabilized exchange. We 
ourselves are now working with Ar- 
gentina on a basis of exchange with 
the dollar stabilized at practically 
97 cents, Argentina having made ar- 
rangements with us by which, upon 
payment of 3 per cent. (taken as the 
cost of shipment of gold from New 
York to Argentina) into a Federal 
Reserve Bank in the United States, 
purchasers of Argentine products 
here may obtain orders upon the Ar- 
xentine Bank of the Nation for the 
exact equivalent in Argentine money.

DEAL WITH CHILE. 

The United States is also appar- 
ently conducting negotiations with 
Chile, but these seem to be in the in- 
terests of Chiles new monetary, 
plans. Chile has decided to go to a 
gold basis again. and is establishing 
a gold conversion bureau on the 
same lines as Argentina conducts 
hers. It will probably be necessary 
for Chile to establish a fixed ex- 
change value of the peso (as Ar- 
gentina did) at somewhere near the 
present market value in relation to 
gold, and make future conversions at 
that rate, or at a gradually rising 
rate. 

This official conversion value had 
not been decided upon when the 
latest correspondence from Chile 
was written. The Chilean arfange- 
ment with England and with us is 
an interesting specimen of the new 
development in financial co-operation 
between the friendly nations, because 
our intervention appears to be in the 
interests of England and Chile, our 
government is letting gold go to 
Chile notwithstanding the general 
embargo, and as London bills of ex- 
change are business currency now 
in Chile, being used for large inter- 
nal settlements, the three-cornered 
co-operation appears to be one an- 
ticipatory of mutual advantages, in- 
cluding probably more favorable 
exchange terms for us in obtaining 
Chilean nitrates.

INDIA EXCHANGE. 

The working of exchanges be- 
tween this country and India is also 
significant and typical of what may 
be a great world-wide permanent 
development in international financ- 
ing of trade. Exchange on India, 
that is, orders for the payment of 
rupees in Bombay, Calcutta and the 
presidency banks in payment for 
imports from India, is sold by the 
Federal reserve banks at a stabi- 
lized rate.

These negotiations 
have not vet resulted in the bargain 
for the silver, but the agreement 
may come any day. The significant 
fact of the current situation is that 
cur Federal reserve banke are evi- 
dently selling rupee exchange now 
on the basis of pure national credit 
arrangements. With England as in- 
termediary, American importers get 
from our government bank rupees 
with which to pay what they owe in 
India, paying for them in dollars 
here, and the British government 
extends to our Federal reserve banks 
the rupee credit for the purpose. The 
government will settle later. 

That these war-time international 
devices for lending the credit of 
governments in assistance of com- 
mercial settlements may become 
permanent is signified in the serious 
proposal by a leading English 
banker, Frederick Crauford Good- 
enough, chairman of Barclays Bank, 
Ltd., of London, that an arrange- 
ment with America covering a con- 
siderable period be made for a fixed 
rate of exchange, and that a per- 
manent organization of banking 0 
cover the whole British Empire is 
in order, and it is in course of de- 
velopment, establishing fixed rates 
of exchange between all the parts 
of the empire. 

Sir Edward H. Holden, chairman 
of the London City and Midland 
Bank, in his annual address to the 
thareholders of the bank, calis for 
a reorganization of the law and 


system of British banking as a 


measure affecting the mercantile 
credit of the British nation. At thé 
same time, there is a serious move- 
ment among the Chinese banks, 
with government favor, for a re- 
form of China's currency system in 
crder to eliminate certain hin- 
drances to the trade of the country. 
All these arrangements show a 
notable development of financial co- 
operation between friendly govern- 
ments to facilitate commerce, and 
no doubt the world-wide movement 
has had something to do with the 
fact that the past month has seen 
no very wide or abrupt fluctuations 
of international exchange any- 
where.—[{The Americas.

Evidently Edward Sheldon took 
some liberties with Sudermann's fa- 
mous novel when he dramatized it, 
and probably the scenario writer 
took equal liberties with Sheldon's 
play when he turned it into pictures.

In the 
motion pictures the men and women 
are Americans, and we cannot quite 
believe in the underhanded treach- 
ery of some of them and the con- 
temptible attitude: of Lily's lover 
when he discovers that she loves an- 
other man. The picture play ends 
“happily’’—-save the mark!—which 
is pleasant, but not probable, and 
certainly not according to Suder- 
mann. 

Nevertheless, The Song of Songs” 
is an exceedingly interesting photo- 
play. the pathetic history of.a girl 
led astray through temperament. 
The pictures are beautifully done, 
the continuity never lapses and the 
characters are as consistent as Shel- 
don and the scenario man would 
permit them to be. Also “The Song 
of Songs” is very well acted. 

Elsie Ferugson is in the leading 
role. She is ably supported. Miss 
Ferguson is a beautiful woman who 
wears beautiful gowns—and knows 
how to wear them. But, more im- 
portant still, she knows how to act. 
She makes us understand and pity 
Lily, she compels our forgiveness for 
her. The two different types of lov- 
ers Lily had, and the heavy hus- 
band, who is widely different from 
either of these, are all portrayed 
with intelligence and skill by the 
three men who play the parts. 


“The Naulahka.”’ 


Years ago, when EES Kipling 
was very young, he wrote a story 
with Walcott Balestier, his new 
American brother-in-law, who was 
also very young. This partnership of 
youth and hope gave a sort of naive 
freshness to “The Naulahka,” and it 
explains why the first half (Bale- 
tiers) is as simply American as 
breakfast ple, while the second half 
(Kipling’s) is as exotic and color- 
ful as a pomegranate. The one scene 
takes place in Topaz, Colo., the oth- 
er in the palace of a_rajah of India. 
This collaboration explains why 
Kate and Nick, pro@ucts of Topaz, 
are genuinely American-——for Kip- 
ling never understood us and never 
wanted to. He has a farm in New 
England, but he remains magnifi- 
cently and imperviously British, even 
while he harvests American spuds.’ 

But to return to “The Naulahka,” 
one of the most picturesque photo- 
Plays of the week, now running at 
Miller’s. It has been carefully filmed 
from the story, and it has gained 
much from the pictorial transcrip- 
tion, even though the role of Kate 
was given to a young woman abso- 
lutely unfitted for it. The scenes in 
India are bewilderingly beautiful te 
look at. The subtitles, taken from 
the book, are replete with Kipling’s

dozen operatives from the Intelli- 


gence, Departnient, U.S. A., and four 
police detectives were present. 

“I told your committee you may 
not care to hear what I will have 
to say to you, but they assured me 
of a hearing if I come as a friend,” 
Mr. Sinclair said. I come as a friend 
of Russia, and as her friend, I am 
afraid that, instead of being the 
greatest victory of the ages, the Rus- 
sian revolution may turn into the 
greatest tragedy,” said. 

“T am afraid the Russian revolu- 
tion is going to fall because, in- 
stead of attempting a political revo- 
lution, the people of Russia were 
led into a political and social révo- 
lution. 

“I do not believe the Russian peo- 
ple will be ready for a social revo- 
lution until they have learned self- 
government. It took France nearly 
thirty years to master political revo- 


lution alone. 
HEART EATEN OUT. 
“Russia today is like a man 


whose heart has been eaten out 
with acid. It is the acid of Ger- 
man propaganda that has eaten the 
vitality of the Russian people and 
has brought that great country, 
whose soul and literature has been 
the gateway .to progress, to the 
situation of today. It is that same 
brand of propaganda that Germany 
is trying to spread in this country, 
and against that we ought to fight 
with every bit of might there's in 
us. 

„And let me tell you this,” he 
thundered at his surprised § audi- 
ence, that every word we utter in 
Los Angeles to hinder the arrival 
of more Amerigan bayonets, on 
which the only pe of your people 
hinges, is treason to the cause of 
the Russian people and the Russian 
revolution. It has taken me four 
years of painful thought, of agony 
of the soul to come to this con- 
clusion, but I cannot evade the facts 
when they stare me in the face.” 

Mr. Sinclair said he was 
forced to the conclusion that the 
“devil now quotes Carl Marx for his 
purpose, and that the Kaiser is 
willing that Carl Marx should be 
quoted in hindrance of the war.” 

A real insight into the militarism 
of German was given by Mr. Sin- 
clair when he told the audience 
that he circulated his manifesto 
against war, which was written be- 
fore the outbreak of the present 


conflict, in every country exeept 
Germany. 
“Do you bnew: " he said, “that 


conference in Berlin with four lead- 
ers of the Socialist party, ‘Including. 
Leibknecht, who now is in prison 
hecause he is against the Germa 
Junkers, and from their lips hear 
that my manifesto could not te cir- 
culated in Germany. We do not 
dare.’ they told me, and in answer 
to my question, replied that, in the 
case of war they would hope for de- 
feat of Germany because that was 
the only wav in which their people 
could free itself from oppres- 
sion of the militarists. 

“And when I am opposing that 
German government by standing 
behind the American government, I 
am opposing the government which 
the real leaders of the German 5So- 
clalists are opposing,” he declared. 

BIG TASK AHEAD. 

“Germany has finished with Rus- 
sia, half-finished with Italy and 
France, and unless we now work 
day and night in Los Angeles and 
everywhere in American and else- 
where, it will take your children 
and their childreh thirty years to 
prepare to put down the militarism 
of the German government.” 

There are the facts, Mr. Sinclair 
concluded, that forced him, who 
spent his life in the interest of 
peace, to place . himself squarely 
behind the United States govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Berg, who at the end of the 
meeting presented a resolution ask- 
ing for immediate and uncondi- 
tional aid to Russia because the peo- 
ple were starving and depended on 
America for help, preceded Mr. Sin- 
clair. He told his audiente his 
eountry’s plight was pitiful, and that 
whole regiments are starving and 
barefooted. 

“Hunger proved stronger than the 
dynasty that ruled for 300 years, 
and hunger will prove stronger than 
the Bolsheviki, for without organi- 
zation and production the Bolshe- 
viki cannot give bread,’ he declared. 

But in the next sentence the 
speaker declared that were he to 
make the choice between the Ger- 
mens and the Bolsheviki, he would 
choose the latter. He concluded his 
remarks by reading a Russian letter 
from the Russian Union of Peasants, 
who appeal for economic help in 
order that Russia may be saved 
from total destruction. 

Chaim Shapiro, addressed the 
gathering in Yiddish, pledging the 
support of the Russians in „ this 
country to the Russian people, and 
claiming loyalty to America, 

Another resolution adopted by 
the audience was one calling for sup- 
port to Congresswoman Rankin's 
resolution demanding horpe rule and 
political freedom for Ireland. 

Thickly sprinkled throughout the 
audience were known pacifists in- 
cluding the three recently convicted 
in the Los Angeles police courts, se- 
cording to the Federal officials, who 
took stenographic notes of the meet- 
ing and kept an eagle eye on _the 
pacifists,

REV. L. JOHNSON. 
The United Danish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America start- 
ed work in Los Angeles in Decem- 
ber, 1908. Then there was no Lu- 
theran church work among the 
Danes in this city. A number of 
the Danish Lutheran people from 
congregations located in the Middle 
West, having moved to Los Angeles, 
expressed their desire for a Danish 
Lutheran pastor here. In response 
to their appeal, Rev. L. Johnson, 
with the support of the national 
church, began work the fall of 1908, 
and in December that year the 
Bethel 

was organized. A few years later a 
church lot was purchased on East 
Thirty-fifth and Trinity streets and 
a church edifice was erected. 

Rev. Johnson was succeeded in 
September, 1913, by Rev. N. Han- 
sen. Pastor Hansen speaks the Dan- 
ish and English la Under 
his pastorate Bethel congregation 
has made substantial progress. Two 
years ago a church hall, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 200, was erected on 
the rear of the lot for Sunday-school 
and Young People's work. 


EXPLAINS WORK OF

HOW CHURCH Is MANAGED CON- 
CISELY DESCRIBED BY 
MINISTER.
